I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Board 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, the following report on the Salmon 
and Freshwater Fisheries of England and Wales for the year 1910.

On the whole, judging from these reports, the season would 
appear to have been above the average for salmon fishing, although 
perhaps. not up to the level of the preceding year, which was' 
exceptionally good. 

• e 7 -*-' une J ^ ie yield is said to have been considerably less than 
in 1909, but no figures are forthcoming. Among the fish caught by 
net was a salmon of 43 lb. ° 

In the Usk, there was an excellent supply of fish, and 1,823 were 
taken by rod and 2,120 by net. One rod licensee alone is said to 
have caught over 100 fish during the season. The rod-caught fish 
averaged 10 to 10i lb. each, and the three largest weighed from 
30 to 31t lb. each. 

Of the Wye, it is reported that “ the season was ideal from a 
rod fisherman s point of view,” and that in the upper waters in 
particular it was “magnificent.” 2,715 salmon, averaging 144 lb. 
each, fell to the rods, and about 3,333, averaging slightly over 12 lb. 
to the nets. Many of the rod-caught fish were of large size ; 84

from 4- lb. to 46* lb. The salmon fishing in the Wye district has 
shown a marked improvement in the last few years. This is 
evidenced by the following figures, taken from the last Annual 
Iveport of the Conservators, showing the number of fish taken by 
rods and Association nets in 1906-10

These figures are of special interest as it is in this District that 
the policy of restricting netting in narrow waters, recommended by 
the Royal Commission on Salmon Fisheries, has been most fully 
carried out. The full effect of these measures cannot however 
be looked for for some years yet. 

In the Severn, the catch constituted a record, being estimated at 
33,000 fish, weighing 470,350 lb., worth, at Is. per lb., over £23,500. 
Thirteen weighed 35 lb. each, or over, and four over 40 lb. 

In the Hampshire Rivers, the nets did well. The rod catch 
included a large salmon of 43-| lb. killed at Knapp Mill, on the 
Avon. 

In the Tees, also, netting was good, yielding 6,862 salmon and 
9,017 migratory trout. The heaviest weighed 30 lb. 

In the Yorkshire Esk, the season was distinctly above the 
average, 7,745 fish having been taken in the nets and 523 by rod. 
The largest weighed 29 lb. The catch by nets at sea amounted to 
nearly 18 tons, valued at over £2,210, and the average take per 
boat fishing was worth nearly £54. 

In the Tyne, the nets took nearly 107 tons of salmon, worth, at 
the same price per lb. as in the Esk (13-3c?.), over £13,200. 

Complete statistics of the catch in all districts are not available, 
but, from the estimates furnished by Boards of Conservators, the 
following table has been compiled showing the catch of salmon 
(exclusive of migratory trout) in certain districts in 1910, so far as 
it can be arrived at : —

The figures in the next table for the same period are furnished 
by the Fishmongers Company. They lead to the conclusion that 
the past season was, on the whole, even more favourable than might 
be inferred from the local reports, since they indicate a very con- 
siderable increase in the sales of English and Welsh salmon in 
.London m 1910, as compared with any previous year in the decade, 
not excepting even 1909, which was itself a particularly good 
year. * °

Price of Salmon. 

From other figures supplied by the Fishmongers Company, it 
appears that while the average price of salmon from all sources 
sold at Billingsgate during 1910 was Is. 6 d. per lb., English salmon 
averaged nearly Is. 7 d., and Scotch and Irish Is. 6 \d. per lb. The 
average monthly price for English salmon did not exceed 2s. 5 \d. 
per lb., which was reached in October. The next highest average 
prices for English fish were 2s. 3d. (in November), and 2s. 2 \d. (in 
March). The highest average monthly price for Irish fish 
was 4s. 0 id. (in January) and for Scotch 2s. 3d. (in March). 
Prices in general ruled low, the highest being 4s. 0 )d. and 4s. per lb., 
realised by Dutch fish in January and October respectively. The 
Siberian salmon fetched from 6 \d. to 7fd., and the Canadian 
from 7 \d. to 94d. per lb.

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Traffic in Fish in Close Season. 

During the year, the Fishmongers Company took proceedings 
in a number of cases of alleged breach of those provisions of the 
Acts which, relate more particularly to the traffic in the young of 
salmon and in unclean and unseasonable fish, and to the possession 
of illegal instruments ; but only one of the cases was in England 
and Wales. This was a prosecution in London for possession of an 
unclean salmon, seized at Billingsgate market, and the defendant 
was fined 155. and 10s. for the fish, with £3 35 . costs. 


Salmon Disease. 

Remarkably little salmon disease was reported in 1910. In the 
Derwent, however, there is said to have been more than in previous 
years ; in the Teify, 39 dead fish were found — all males, except 3 ; 
in the Usk, many cases, chiefly amongst male fish, were observed 
after mid-December; in the Yorkshire Esk, 23 male fish and 30 
females died ; and in the Tyne in January and February, 80 males 
and 11 females, all spawned fish, suffered. When it is remembered 
that in the Tyne alone 510 dead fish were found in January and 
February of 1909, it will be seen how satisfactory these figures are. 

Fisheries Provisional Orders. 

During the year, several applications for Provisional Orders for 
the regulation of fisheries, under the Salmon and Freshwater 
Fisheries Act, 1907, were under consideration. An Order for the 
Derwent District was made and submitted to Parliament for 
confirmation ; and a Draft Order for the Yorkshire District was 
prepared. The Severn Order, made in the previous year, is still 
awaiting confirmation. 

In the districts in which such Orders are actually in force, the 
amounts realised during 1910 by the assessment of private fisheries 
were as follows Lune, at 25. in the £, £93 7s. 0 d. ; Usk, at 35 . in 
the £, £639 95. 2d. ; and .Wye, at 45. 6d. in the £, £1,138 25. Od. 

In the Lune and Usk Districts, under the powers of the respective 
Orders, byelaws were made prohibiting netting in certain portions 
of the districts, a step which had been taken in the Wye District 
in the previous year. 


Marking of Salmon. 

The Board continued during the year the experimental marking 
of salmon which was commenced in 1903, and 429 fish were marked 
m 1910, bringing the total number up to 2,169. Ten fish were 
retaken m 1910, and 42 in all were accounted for up to the end of 
the year. Some of the captures, however, took place within a few 
days or marking, and in two other instances the mark had become 
detached, leaving only the wires to indicate that the fish had been 
marked. It is necessary to exclude all such cases from consideration.

In the last Annual Report (Cd. 5400), the objects in view as 
well as the method pursued were fully described, and the results 
obtained up to August, 1910, were discussed and analysed. Between 
that date and the end of the year, no fresh recaptures were 
reported. 

Hitherto the mark used in this experiment has been an oblong 
label of oxydised silver, bearing the distinctive letter W followed 
by one of a consecutive series of numbers. The label was 
attached in each case to the dorsal fin by means of silver wires 
with pointed ends, which were thrust through the fin and then 
bent over and twisted together in such a manner as to lie flat. 

A mark of a different kind, however, is now about to be tried. 
This mark consists of a small flat oval label in oxydised silver, 
bearing a number or letter, or both, and attached to the back of the 
fish close to the front of the dorsal fin. 

The Board call attention to the character of these marks, in 
order that they may be recognised by persons into whose hands a 
fish bearing one of them may happen to come. In all cases of a 
marked salmon being found, whether or not the mark answers one 
of these descriptions, full particulars of the length, weight, sex, 
and condition of the salmon and of where and how it was taken 
should be forwarded to the Board, together with the mark. For a 
mark used by the Board, accompanied by these particulars, a reward 
of Is. 6d. will be paid, and for the mark alone 6 d. is payable. If, 
in addition to the particulars, the fish also is forwarded with the 
mark intact, 3s. in addition to the market value of the fish will be 
paid, but if the fish itself is forwarded it should be sent to the 
Offices of the Fisheries Division of the Board, 43, Parliament 
Street, London, S.W. 

Accounts of Boards of Conservators. 

As will be seen from Appendix III. (p. 32), the actual receipts 
by Boards of Conservators from salmon licences during the year 
1910 were £8,965, or £122 more than in 1909; while licences other 
than for salmon yielded £6,157, or £27 more than in the previous 
year. The total receipts of Boards of Conservators from all sources 
(Appendix II.) were £19,349, or £552 less than in 1909. Adding to 
these receipts the balance of £7,627 brought forward from the 
previous year, the total income of the Boards was £26,976. From 
this, however, has to be deducted a sum of £650 representing the 
adverse balances of 10 Boards, brought forward from 1909, leaving 
£26,326 as the available funds of all Boards for the year 191(1 
The total expenditure was £19,282, and, exclusive of investments, 
the net balance in the hands of all Boards at the end of the vear 
was £7,044. J 

In this connection, it may here be mentioned that during the 
past year the Wye Conservators issued, under the powers of their 
Provisional Order, 983 licences for fishing for freshwater fish, at 
Is. each, apart from licences for trout; and that in the Lune 
District, under similar powers, 2,446 freshwater fish licences were 
issued, producing £226. In the case of the Lune, however, the 
term covers trout and char, as well as all other kinds of freshwater 
fish. 
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ADart from licence duties, almost the only source of revenue of 
Boards of Conservators consists in voluntary contributions. From 
penalties on convictions they realised only £229. On the other 
hand, the expenditure involved in prosecutions and other law costs 
amounted to £625, salaries, wages of water-bailiffs and travelling 
expenses cost £13,762, and £643 was spent on fishpasses and other 
works. 

Water-Bailiffs. 

The total number of water-bailiffs employed in all districts was 
932, of whom 805 were permanent and 127 temporary. In addition, 
a certain number of water-bailiffs’ warrants were issued to keepers 
and others who acted as unpaid water-bailiffs. 

Local Matters. 

Taking the districts in geographical order round the coast from 
the Solway to the Tweed, the following are among the more 
important of the local matters which have arisen during the year 
ended the 31st March, 1911, on which action has been taken by 
way of the issue of a formal certificate or order of the Board, or 
which have been otherwise dealt with. 

In the Kent, Bela, Winster, Leven and Duddon District, plans 
were approved of gratings, water gauges and a meter, placed on 
the River Duddon by the Barrow-in-Furness Corporation, in 
connection with their works for the abstraction of water, under the 
Barrow-in-Furness Corporation Act, 1901. 

For the Lune District, a byelaw made under the powers 
conferred by the Lune Fisheries Provisional Order, 1909, was 
confirmed, prohibiting netting above Skerton W eir, on the Lune. 

In the Teify District, the plans were approved of a fishpass at 
Derw Mills Weir, on the Kiver Shedy, erected by the owner of 
the weir. 

For the Towy District, a reduction in the rate of licence duty 
on draft or seine nets for salmon from £5 to £4 was sanctioned ; 
and a byelaw was confirmed making the period during which it is 
lawful to use a gaff to be from the 1st of May to the 15th of 
October, instead of from the 2nd of April to the 30th of 
September, as heretofore. 

For the Usk District, a byelaw was confirmed prohibiting, under 
the powers of the Usk Fisheries Provisional Order, 1908, the use 
of nets, except a landing net as auxiliary to angling with rod and 
line, above the lower side of Newbridge Bridge, on the Kiver Usk. 

In the Taw and Torridge District, plans were approved of a 
fishpass to be constructed by the Conservators at Beam Weir, on 
the Kiver Torridge. 

In the Tamar and Plym District, plans of a fishpass at Fish 
House Weir, Puslinch, on the River Yealm, and of a fishpass 
and grating at Hill Bridge Weir, on the River Tavy, in each case 
constructed by the owner of the weir, were also approved. 

In the Teign District, plans were approved of a fishpass con- 
structed by the Conservators at Sowton Weir, on the River Teign. 
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In the Hampshire Rivers District, the Conservators rescinded 
the resolution under which so much of the district as was com- 
prised in the original area of the Avon and Stour District was 
exempted from the statutory close season for freshwater fish. 
Freshwater fish of all kinds are, therefore, now protected through- 
out the district from the 15th March to the loth June. 

For the Adur District, on the application of the East Sussex 
County Council, the Board issued a certificate altering the number 
of members of the Board of Conservators to be appointed by each 
of the appointing bodies, viz., the County Councils of East and 
West Sussex and the Borough Council of Brighton, from seven to 
two. 

For the Yorkshire District, a variation of the scale of licence 
duties was sanctioned, providing for the issue, at a charge of 5s., of 
salmon rod licences for a week, but such licences are not available 
in the lower waters of the several rivers. A byelaw, also, was 
confirmed, making the close season for trout from the 2nd of October 
to the 1st of April, both days inclusive, but with a proviso that, 
whenever Good Friday shall fall on or before the 1st of April, the 
close season shall terminate on the Thursday preceding. 

For the Tees District, a licence rate of 10s. for salmon rods for 
a week, not to extend later than the 31st August, was sanctioned. 

In addition to the cases in the foregoing record in which plans of 
fish-passes and gratings were approved, a number of fish-passes, 
gratings, and other works were also dealt with, without arriving at 
the stage of formal certification. 

The following list gives, in continuation of similar statements in 
previous Reports, particulars of a number of dams, other than 
those above referred to, for which designs for new fish-passes or 
improvements in existing passes have been suggested by the 
Superintending Inspector, during the past year." Of the cases 
referred to in the previous lists, those in which matters have been 
further advanced, but which had not, in the period covered by this 
report, reached the approval stage, are distinguished by an 
asterisk : — 
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Legal Decisions. 

(a.) Sewage Pollution. 

An important judgment affecting the right of a local authority 
to discharge sewage into a river, to the injury of a riparian owner, 
was given during the year in the Chancery Division of the High 
Court in the case of Isgoed .T ones v. Llanrwst Urban District Council. 
The plaintiff was owner of a property extending to the bank of the 
River Conway, and the defendants were the local sanitary authority. 
Although the land immediately adjoining the river was let to a 
yearly tenant, the plaintiff claimed to he prejudiced by the pollution 
of the water of the river opposite his property by sewage. The 
following amongst other questions were raised : — (1) whether the 
river at the point referred to was tidal ; (2) the right of an owner, 
not being occupier, to take the proceedings ; and (3) the statutory 
rights and obligations of a sanitary authority. 

In the course of a reserved judgment (reported in the Times of 
6 December, 1910, and in the Law Reports, 1911, 1 Ch. 393, and 
Law Times Reports, vol. 103, p. 751), Mr. Justice Parker said that 
he was satisfied, on the evidence, that the purity of the river 
opposite the plaintiff 5 s land was sensibly diminished by the sewage 
discharged by the defendants, that the water was thereby rendered 
less fit for purposes for which a riparian owner would be entitled to 
use it, and that at tunes sewage matter was deposited on and 
adjacent to the plaintiff’s bank, so as to constitute a nuisance. 

His Lordship, on the first point mentioned above, held that a 
river is not tidal in the proper sense of the word, if, although 
influenced by exceptional tides, it is not influenced by ordinary 
tides ; and that, on the facts as proved before him, the Conway, so 
far as it adjoins the plaintiff’s property, is not tidal. 

On the second point, it was held that the injury to the plaintiff’s 
reversionary interest was of a permanent nature, within the ruling 
of decided cases, and that consequently the plaintiff was entitled to 
maintain his action. 

On the third point, the defendants contended that they came 
within the principle of “ Glossop v. Heston and Isleworth Local 
Board” (12 Ch. D. 102) and were not liable ; and further relied on 
the case of “ Attorney G eneral v. Dorking Guardians (20 Ch. D. 
595) as an answer to the claim for an injunction. The court held, 
however, that the circumstances in which the defendants became 
responsible, under the Local Government Act, 1894, for the 
sewerage of Llanrwst, in succession to the Guardians of the Poor 
of the Llanwrst Union, as well as other features of the case, placed 
them outside the principle of “ Glossop v. Heston and Isleworth 
Local Board,” and that it was their duty, as it had been the duty 
of the Guardians, to dispose of their sewage, so as not to interfere 
with private rights. It was further held that the statutory rights 
of persons in certain circumstances to connect their drains with the 
sewer of the sanitary authority were not analogous to the prescrip- 
tive rights referred to in “Attorney General v. Dorking Guardians,” 
and afforded no defence to a claim for an injunction. The responsi- 
bility for disposing of the sewage turned into a sewer in exercise of 
statutory rights rests with the sanitary authority. 
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A point having been raised as to the plaintiffs delay in bringing 
his action, it was held that the delay was not material, except so far 
as defendants could rely on prescription or the Statutes of Limita- 
tion. Here prescription was not relied on, and in the case of a 
continuing nuisance or trespass, the Statutes of Limitation have no 
application, except as to the amount of damage which can be 
recovered. 

The Court granted an injunction restraining the defendants from 
causing or permitting the sewage to pass into the river, unless or 
until the same shall have been sufficiently purified by the removal 
of excrementitious or other foul matter, so as not to pollute the 
water of the river opposite the plaintiff’s land ; and from allowing 
any solid or excrementitious matter to escape from any outfall, so as 
to accumulate on the river bed or on the plaintiff’s banks, to such an 
extent as to be a nuisance to the plaintiff or his tenants. The 
operation of the injunction was suspended for 18 months. 

( b .) Meaning of “using ” a net. ( Salmon Fishery Act i 1865, sec. 36.) 

Another important case (Moses v. Haywood) came before the 
King’s Bench Division of the High Court on the 21st March, 1911, 
raising the question of what constitutes c< using ” a net. It was an 
appeal by a water bailiff of the Yorkshire Fishery Board against a 
decision of the East Riding J ustices, sitting at Howden, who had 
dismissed a charge under sec. 36 of the Salmon Fishery Act, 1865, 
of unlawfully using a certain net for catching salmon without a 
licence. 

It appeared from the case stated by the Justices that the 
Respondent was in a boat with another man, on the River Ouse, at 
or near Goole Ness, within the Yorkshire Fishery District, where 
it is illegal to fish with a net without a proper licence. At the 
place in question, salmon are usually caught on the surface of the 
water by means of a net known as a click net, in respect of which 
the licence duty payable is £3. The Respondent left the boat and, 
after taking off his boots and stockings, walked along the foreshore 
by the water’s edge. The Appellant searched the boat and found 
in the stern a click net, which was quite dry and to all appearance 
had not been used that day. The Respondent had no licence to use 
the net and said he did not know it was in the boat. He admitted 
that the boat was his, but denied that the net belonged to him or 
that he was using it for catching salmon. He said that he was 
looking for “ flatties,” a freshwater fish found at the place in 
question. The Appellant did not see the Respondent use the net or 
attempt to use it, but stated that the Respondent and his companion 
were using the boat as any licensed fisherman would when on the 
look-out for salmon. 

The Respondent, on being charged, pleaded guilty, but the Court 
came to the conclusion that on the evidence the offence of “ using a 
net for catching salmon ” was not proved, especially as the net was 
quite dry and in the stern of the boat, whereas salmon fishermen 
intending to use a net for taking salmon usually carry the net in the 
bow of the boat. The Court, therefore, advised the Respondent to 
withdraw his plea, and dismissed the information. The question 
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for the decision of the Court of Appeal was whether the net in 
question was used for catching salmon, within the meaning of the 
section referred to. 

The Court, consisting of the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice 
Ridley and Mr. Justice Channell, held that if the Justices believed 
that the Respondent was there for the purpose of catching salmon 
they ought not to have decided in his favour on the ground that he 
had not put the net in the water, and on the evidence there should 
have been a conviction. 

Mr. Justice Channell added that the Respondent had begun the 
process of catching fish by searching the river, and the fact that the 
net did not come into actual use did not signify. 

The case was accordingly sent back with directions to convict. 

It is reported in the Law Journal Reports, Vol. LXXX, 
p. 823. 

DESTRUCTION OF WATER WEEDS. 

Complaints having frequently been received by the Board from 
owners of fish ponds as to the nuisance caused in ponds by a too 
luxuriant growth of weed, it seems desirable to give a summary of 
the available information as to the methods of destroying such 
weed. 

A distinction may be drawn between the larger water weeds, 
such as Elodea , Anacharis, Myriophyllum , Water Crowsfoot, Duck- 
weed, &c., and the smaller algae which are visible chiefly as a 
green or brown scum in the water. 

No method of ridding a fish pond of the larger weeds is known 
except by tearing and dragging them out. This should be done 
early in the season before the plants have had time to multiply. 
The process usually has to be repeated two or three times a year. 
These large weeds are not only the most obnoxious in the fish ponds 
but are also the most difficult to eradicate. 

As regards the minute scum-forming algae, a method has been 
applied with a certain measure of success for their destruction in 
reservoirs, some details of which are summarised below. It cannot 
be too much emphasised that the method is one to be applied only 
with the greatest caution to ponds containing fish, and only after 
preliminary experiments have been carried out. 

It consists in the application of copper sulphate in solution. 
The use of this salt was introduced in America primarily for the 
purpose of destroying certain algae which when present in any 
abundance in a reservoir cause an unpleasant taste and odour in the 
water/ The method was put to practical test in 1904, when a 
large number of reservoirs and ponds were treated. It was found 
that copper sulphate in extremely dilute solution of about 
1 : 1,000,000 to 1 : 10,000,000, while quite innocuous to the users of 
the water, was efficacious in destroying many of the smaller algae, 
and it has since been applied to fish ponds, but the greatest care 
has to be taken to avoid injuring the fish.

All these algae, with the exception of Nitella, are small in size. 
Many of them form a scum on the water. 

Other algae require much stronger solutions to destroy them. 
Dilute solutions such as it is practicable to use seem to have little 
effect upon the larger phanerogamous water weeds such as 
Anacharis , JElodea, Myriophyllum , Lemna , &c. 

It has been found that fresh water fish, while not nearly so 
susceptible as most algae, are yet rather sensitive to copper 
sulphate. 

The existing data as to the resistance of fish to this salt are 
unfortunately scanty, and have reference only to American species. 
The following table was given in the second American report* on 
the subject, but it is based upon a very limited number of experi- 
ments. It shows the number of parts of water to one of copper 
sulphate, which will not injure certain fish

The figure for trout refers to fingerlings of the species Salvelvius 
fontinalis. Adult trout are known to have resisted for 24 hours a 
solution of 1 : 500,000. A solution of 1 part of copper sulphate 
to 582,000 parts of water killed quinnat salmon within a few hours. 

Later laboratory experiments! showed that for yellow perch 
{Perea flavescens ) nothing stronger than 1 : 3,000,000 w r as safe. 
Fingerling large-mouth black bass ( Micropterus salmoides) resisted 
without injury a solution of 1 : 200,00.0 for five days.

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The results of actual trials in 1904. of the copper sulphate 
method for purifying reservoirs gave incidentally the following 
facts regarding the effect of the solution on fish. Solutions of 
greater strength than 1 : 1,250,000 seemed to kill fish fry and small 
fish. Solutions of about 1 : 10,000,000 seemed to have had no had 
effect upon fish, nor had solutions of 1 : 4,000,000 and 1 : : 3, 333, 0y0. 

Some 1 later experiments* in treating fish-ponds for the destruction 
of algae yielded important results. In a pona in Wisconsin fed 
by a constant flow a concentration varying from 1 . 1,250,000 
1 : 1,700,000 vras kept up for 47 days. The pond contained over 
15,000 brook, brown, and rainbow' trout, two to three years o c . 
These sustained no injury, but the algae were destroyed. W hen 
the treatment was stopped, however, the algae grew again, probably 
because the pond became infected by algal spores 
outside. At another fisheries station a solution of 1 : 3,000,000 was 
kept up in some ponds containing fingerling and adult trout, botl 
brook and rainbow. It was noticed that the fry soon ceased to feed 
The strength of the solution was then decreased to 1 : 4,000,000, but 
the effect on the fry was still noticeable. After 20 hours the adult 
trout also began to refuse food. When the treatment was stopped 
after 24 hours no permanent ill-effect was caused, for both tiy and 
adults re-commenced to feed. But the use of the . > > 

solution once a week for eight hours at a time was sufficient to keep 
down the growth of algae. „ . , , , 

Certain ponds containing adults and fry of the large-mouth 
black bass were treated with copper sulphate at a dilution ot 
1 • 5 000,000. Ho harmful effect upon the fish was visible, but the 
algae disappeared after some days. The black bass is, however, a 

very resistant species. ... . , 

In England the copper sulphate method has been applied with 
success to reservoirs for the purpose of purifying the water. n 
one case a solution of 1 : 500,000 was used. This proved [ deadly 
to the fish in the reservoir ; but a solution of 1 : 1,000,000 wa. 
employed successfully and without injury to the fish m a hsh pond 

in N orth Wales. .... r. 

The water of a reservoir in the Midlands containing pike, roach, 
perch, bream, tench, carp, and eels, was discoloured by immense 
quantities of microscopic algae, chiefly Osallatoria, (x ceo ttr ia, 
Aplianizomenon, and Asterionella. It was treated with a 1 : _,uuu,uuu 
solution. The water became partially clear in a few days, , ana 
continued to improve till it reached its normal clear state in a 

month or so. , „ t 

It is evident, therefore, that in the absence of any detailed 
information as to the resisting power of our native species it w u 
be a risky undertaking to treat any fish-pond in this coun ry 
with a very dilute solution such as 1 : 5,000,000 without determining 
beforehand by experiments with one or two fish m a few g^° nB “ 
water, lasting over several days and carefuily contiolled, 
susceptibility of each species. If it were found that they could 
stand a strength of say 1 : 3,000,000, the treatment of the prad 
with such a solution would be very effective in killing o tj, 

growths of Spirogyra, Conferva, and t he bine-green algae. Wen

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more dilute solutions would probably be effective in keeping down the 
more susceptible forms of algae such as Spirogyra. A case is 
known in which extensive beds of water-cress were cleared of 
Spirogyra and other filamentous algae by a solution so weak as 
1 : 50,000,000. 

Ordinary commercial copper sulphate should be used. It costs 
fivepence per lb. in small quantities, fourpence in larger quantities, 
and may be bought for thirty shillings or less per cwt. The 
proportions given above are proportions by weight, thus, 1 : 1,000,000 
means 1 lb. of copper sulphate to 1,000,000 lbs. of water, or 
100,000 gallons. The cubic content of the pond to be treated must 
be determined. 

The treatment is applicable both to ponds which are fed by a 
constant stream and ponds which are practically standing water. 
In the former case somewhat complicated methods (described in full 
in the bulletin of the Bureau of Fisheries already mentioned) are 
necessary to ensure the proper concentration, a strong solution being 
introduced into the supply by means of a carefully regulated syphon. 
T or standing water the process is very simple, the only important 
point being that the copper sulphate must be thoroughly and rapidly 
distributed throughout the pond. In small ponds the copper 
sulphate enclosed in a bag of loose texture may be tied on the end 
of a pole and drawn backwards and forwards through the water. 
In large ponds a boat should be employed. The copper sulphate, 
broken small, should be placed in a bag of very loose material and 
towed behind the boat, which must be rowed backwards and forwards 
in parallel paths not more than 10-20 feet apart. 

In water of about 15° C. something like 100 lbs. of copper 
sulphate can be so distributed in an hour. 

The toxicity of the copper sulphate is found to depend to some 
extent on the temperature of the water, the salt being less toxic the 
lower the temperature, I he strengths given above are valid mostly 
o ^ em P era ^ ure 15° C. For every decrease in temperature of 
1 C. the strength of the solution should be increased bv 2*5 per 
cent. When the water contains much organic matter or is very hard 
more copper sulphate should be used. It is found that the copper 
rapidly disappears from water to which it has been added, 
presumably because it combines with the algae which it destroys. 

Where the growth of the algae is very thick more than one 
application may be necessary to destroy them. Once the a]gae 
have been thinned it is easy to keep them down. Here as elsewhere 
prevention is better than cure. 

The effect of copper sulphate solutions upon fish food does not 
appear to have been studied thoroughly. Small Crustacea such as 
Daphnia and Cypris are stated to be very resistant. Protozoa on 
the other hand are susceptible. There seems at least a possibility 
t^t thc application of copper sulphate to a fish-pond might destroy 
the balance of life in the pond and lead to a diminution of the 
ultimate sources of fish food. 

foregoing observations are of course not intended to apply 
to the frequent cases of excessive growth of the larger weeds, 
such as those above referred to, in rivers and other running waters, 
where, apart from the resistance which such weeds offer to the 
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action of the copper sulphate, the application of this remedy would 
he impracticable. With the improved methods of weed-cutting 
which have lately been introduced, the difficulty in such cases arises 
not so much from the want of means of keeping the growth under, 
as from the accumulation of the floating masses of weed after 
cutting. The difficulty can be lessened by an arrangement between 
the several owners of successive portions of a waterway to cut 
their weeds in rotation, and at recognized hours ; but the only 
satisfactory way of dealing with it is to remove the weeds from the 
water on to the land, instead of allowing them to be carried away 
by the current. It is a question whether in the general interest, 
and not alone in that of the fisheries, power should not be vested in 
a Fishery Board, or other local authority, to regulate this matter 
by byelaw. 


Road Tarring and Fish Poisoning. 

The question of the possible effect on fish life of the pollution 
of streams by washings from newly tarred roads has. engaged 
attention during the past year. Although complaints had 
from time to time been received of fish poisoning ascribed to this 
cause, definite evidence of fish having been killed in this way was 
wanting. In view, however, of the growing practice of treating 
roads with preparations of tar and other materials of a possibly 
deleterious character, and of the risk of river pollution under 
certain conditions, it was felt desirable that further enquiry, should 
be made and that precautions should be taken to minimise the 
possibility of injury to the fisheries. 

With this view the Board issued a circular letter to the several 
County and Borough Councils in England and Wales, calling 
attention to the matter and suggesting that in all cases in which the 
gradients were such that there was a possibility of surface drainage 
from roads finding its way, either directly or indirectly, into waters 
containing fish, special care should be taken to avoid the excessive 
use of tar, or similar material, at any time, and particularly to defer 
its application at a time when heavy rainfall might be expected. 
It was also recommended that steps should be taken to determine 
the relative risk arising from the use of the different preparations 
for road treatment. 

The County and Borough Councils who have replied to the 
Board’s circular show generally entire willingness to adopt all 
precautions. At the same time many of them add that no 
complaints on the subject have reached them. 

The Board also issued a circular to the several Boards of 
Conservators, urging the necessity, in every suspected case of this 
nature, of obtaining immediately full details as to (1) the. time and 
place at which affected fish were first found ; (2) the precise nature 
of the material used for the surface treatment of roads ; (3) the 
date and place of the application of the preparation ; (4) the period 
and amount of recent rainfalls on the road ; (5) the drainage 
gradients between the road and the water; and (6) the means, by 
which the road washings find their way into the water in question.

The Board also recommended that in all such cases specimens of 
the affected fish should be submitted to analysis, as well as samples, 
not only of the waters in which they were found, but also c>f any 
liquid in any intermediate channel connecting the water with the 
road. In the case of a flowing stream, it is further desirable that 
samples should be taken both above and below the place at^ which 
the intermediate channel discharges into the stream. The Conser- 
vators were further invited to inform the Board of any measures 
which they might think it desirable to take, and to report from 
time to time, the result of any investigations they might make. So 
far, only one Board of Conservators (that for the Yorkshire 
Fishery District) has reported cases of suspected fish poisoning 
from tar washings ; but in those cases, four in number, no samples 
were taken. 


Parliamentary Proceedings. 

During the year, as usual, a large number of Private Bills and 
Provisional Orders pending before Parliament, relating to water 
supply, sewage disposal, electric lighting, railways, harbours, canals, 
and other navigation works, were examined from the point of view 
of the interests of the fisheries, and in several cases provision 
was made for the construction of fish-passes or gratings, for the 
supply of compensation water, and otherwise, in those interests. 

Appendices. 

In the Appendices will be found, among other information, the 
annual returns of Boards of Conservators, with an abstract of their 
accounts ; tables showing the annual and weekly close seasons for 
salmon, the period during which it is lawful to use a gaff in 
connection with a rod and line, and the annual close season for 
trout and char ; together with an abstract of the byelaws for the 
regulation of netting, &c., both for salmon and freshwater fish.

Freshwater Fish. — Bye-laws. 

Abstract of Bye-laws under -the Freshwater Fisheries 
Act, 1884, in force on the 31st March, 1911. 

N.B. — These Bye-laws do not apply to fixed nets for taking eels, 
or to a landing net used as auxiliary to angling with a rod 
and line. 

The Bye-laws prescribing a minimum mesh of nets for taking 
freshwater fish do not apply to casting or dip nets lawfully 
used for catching fish for bait. The measurement is to be 
made from knot to knot, when the net is wet. 

Derwent. — Mesh, 1 inch (except landing nets). 

Kent, &c. — All modes or instruments prohibited, except set nets for pike, night 
lines for taking eels, draft nets, angling with rod and line, fishing for 
char with the plumb line, fishing with a hand line for perch, setting 
trimmers for pike, using a landing net as auxiliary to fishing or taking 
fish with any lawful instrument not being a draft net, and using a dip 
net for catching bait. 

The length, size, and description of nets, except dip nets for catching 
bait, and landing nets, that may be lawfully used, and the manner of 
using the same are as follows : — 

(a.) A floating draft net, which is a draft net buoyed so that the 
head-rope of the net will float on the surface of the water, 
shall not exceed ninety yards in length measured along the 
head-rope, and nine yards in depth from the deepest part of 
the net to the centre of the head-rope ; and the ropes at 
either end of the net used in working the same shall, respec- 
tively, not exceed fifty fathoms in length. 

(&.) A sunken draft net shall not exceed thirty-five yards in length 
measured along the head-rope, and six yards in depth from 
the deepest parts of the net to the centre of the head-rope ; 
and the ropes at either end of the net used in working the 
same shall, respectively, not exceed one hundred and fifty 
fathoms in length. 

(c.) All draft nets shall be used by retaining one end of the net or 
one end of the hauling rope attached thereto on the shore, 
and from that point shooting the net into the water as far, 
but no farther, than the hauling-rope so attached will admit 
of, the hauling-rope attached to the other end of the net 
being used to haul the net after being shot to the shore, or to 
a boat fixed to the shore, such fixed boat to be not more than 
five yards from the shore.

( d .) A dip net for catching bait shall be a circular net of not more 
than thirteen feet in circumference, and the bag of such net 
shall not be more than two feet in depth from the outside 
of the circumference of the net. 

Mesh, inch. 

Lune. — All modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line. 

Ribble. — Mesh, 2| inches. 

Towy. — The use of any instrument or mode of fishing other than angling 
with rod and line is prohibited. 

Usk. — All modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line, night lines, 
and beating nets. Beating nets to be shot from one point on the 
bank to another point on the same bank, and the fish to be driven into 
the nets with poles ; nets to be completely taken out of the water 
within 15 minutes after commencement of shot. 

Mesh, 1 inch. 

Severn. — In the Severn between Lincombe and Tewkesbury Weirs and in the 
River Avon all modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line, a 
weir or eel trap, and a wheel or basket for taking eels or lamperns. 

In Severn district (except River Severn below Lincombe Weir and 
except River Avon) all instruments prohibited except draft nets, bush or 
beating nets, bait nets, weir or eel traps, and night or bank lines. 

Nets other than casting or dip nets lawfully used for catching bait 
not to exceed 40 yards in length and 3 yards in depth. 

Bush nets to be used only by extending same from a point at or 
near one bank of the river to a point at or near the same bank, and 
by driving therein any fish which may have been thereby enclosed ; 
such net not to be in the water for more than 30 minutes at one time. 

Bait nets in the River Severn not to be of greater width or depth 
than 18 inches. 

No night or bank line to be of greater length than 50 yards or to 
have more than 20 hooks. 

[It is provided that none of these bye-laws shall prohibit the taking 
of fish other than salmon by lawful means in tributaries of the Severn 
and transferring them from one water to another for the bond fide 
purpose of stocking waters in the Severn Fishery District.] 

Avon, Brue, &c. — The following modes of fishing are prohibited : — 

Lading or baling out part of a brook or water-course, tickling, 
groping, snaring, snatching, and shooting. 

No net shall be used, except a casting or dip net for catching bait, save 
by the written orders of the conservators, for improving the fishery. 

Taw and Torridge. — All modes or instruments of fishing, except rod and 
line, prohibited within the following parts of the district, viz. : — 

(1) So much of the River Taw as lies above the Bridge on the London 
and South Western Railway, across the said River between South 
Molton Road and Portsmouth Arms Stations, together with all tributaries 
of said river flowing into it above such bridge ; (2) the River Mole and 
its tributaries ; and (3) so much of the River Torridge as lies above the 
bridge across the said river on the high road between Hatherleigh and 
Iddesleigh, together with all tributaries of the said river flowing into it 
above such bridge. 

[This bye-law does not apply to (1) any pond which is not fed by 
a tributary stream and the entrance to which from any river is 
provided with an approved grating ; or any hatching, breeding or 
rearing place for salmon or trout.] 

The following modes of fishing are prohibited throughout the district : — 

Lading or baling out a hole in a stream, brook, or watercourse, 
tickling or groping, snatching, snaring, and shooting. 

Camel. — Catching or attempting to catch trout by means of night lines, or 
by baling or lading out pools or holes in any river, or by tickling or 
groping, is prohibited. 
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Fowey. — All modes or instruments of fishing for trout except rod and line 
are prohibited. 

Exe. — A ll modes or instruments of fishing for freshwater fish except rod 
and line ate prohibited. 

Axe. — A ll modes or instruments of fishing for freshwater fish except rod 
and line are prohibited. 

Hampshire Rivers.— In the Avon and tributaries above Bickton Mill stop 
nets to be used only in connection with a drag or draft net. 

Adur —The following modes or instruments of fishing are prohibited

APPENDIX XI. 


Norfolk and Suffolk Fisheries.— Bye-laws. 

Abstract of Bye-laws under the Norfolk and Suffolk 
Fisheries Act, 1877, in force on the 31 st March, 1911, in 
the Waters to which that Act applies. 

N.B. — These bye-laws do not apply to any other than freshwater 
fish, nor (except as specified with respect to smelts) to Breydon 
Water, nor to any part of the Stour (Suffolk and Essex) Fishery 
District, as formed under the provisions of part III. of the 
Fisheries Act, 1891. 

Close Time— All Waters. 

No person shall fish for, other vvise than with rod and line, any trout between 
the 10th day of September and the 25th day of January, both days inclusive, 
or any other kind of fish between the 1st day of March and the 30th day of 
June, both days inclusive, except smelts, bait, and eels, as herein-after 
provided. 

Return to Water of Fish improperly Taken. — All Waters. 

Any fish except smelts, eels, or bait taken in any net allowed by the bye-laws 
to be used for smelts, eels, or bait respectively, shall be immediately returned to 
the water without avoidable injury. 

Nets Generally. 

No person shall use or attempt to use 

(1.) Any net between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, 
except in the river Ouse below Denver Sluice, and in the river Nene 
below Wisbeach Bridge. 

(2.) For the purpose of taking fish other than tench, smelts, bait, and eels, 
any net having a mesh of less than 3 inches from knot to knot. 

(3.) Any net having a wall or facing with a mesh of less than 7 inches 
from knot to knot. 

(4.) In any navigable river, any bow net or any drag net having a poke or 
pocket. 

(5.) Any net, unless it is sufficiently weighted to sink vertically in the 
water ; or place two or more nets behind or near to each other, or 
use any other device or artifice so as practically to diminish the size 
of the mesh of any net. 

Use of Trimmers, &c., in Navigable Rivers. 

No person shall use any inmmer, ligger, dead line or snare, or any like 
instrument in any navigable river within the limits of the Act except lines for 
taking eels as herein-after provided. 
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Drag Nets. 

No person shall use a drag net of any kind in the under-mentioned waters : — 

1. The Rivers Yare or Wensum. 

2. The River Waveney. 

3. The River Bure below the lower entrance into Wroxham Broad. 

4. The River Ant below the lower entrance into Barton Broad. 

5 . The River Thurne below the entrance into Somerton Broad. 

except with the previous permission in writing of the Board of Conservators 
under their Common Seal. 


Taking Smelts. 

Rivers Yare and Wensum. 

No person shall use any net in the rivers Yare or Wensum for the purpose of 
taking smelts, except a cast net or drop net between the 10th day of March and 
the 12th day of May, both days inclusive, and then only between the New 
Mills, in the parish of St. Swithin, in the city of Norwich, or Trowse Bridge, 
in Trowse, or Trowse Newton, and the junction of the rivers Yare and Wensum 
at a place known as Trowse Hythe, and between Hardley Cross and the junction 
of the rivers Yare and Waveney ; or any cast net or drop net exceeding 16 feet 
in diameter. 


River Waveney. 

No person shall use in the River Waveney, above the Burgh Cement Works, 
any net for the purpose of taking smelts, except between the 10th day of 
March and the 12th day of May, both days inclusive, and then only at the 
places and by the means hereinafter mentioned, viz., between Rose Hall Fleet 
and the Boat-house Hill, near Beccles, and in the pen of Shipmeadow Lock, 
by a cast net or drop net not exceeding 16 feet in diameter, and if any such net 
be used between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, the same 
shall be used with a light or flare, and not otherwise. 

Rivers Ouse , Nar, and Nene. 

No person shall take or kill smelts in the rivers Ouse, Nar, or Nene, between 
the 1st day of April and the 31st day of August, both days inclusive ; or use 
in those rivers for the purpose of taking smelts, any net having a mesh of less 
than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 

Breydon Water. 

No person shall use in Breydon Water, for the purpose of taking smelts, 
any net in the months of May, June, July, and August, or any net between 
the 1st day of September and the 30tli day of April, both days inclusive, 
having a mesh of less than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 

Taking Bait. 

Navigable Rivers. 

No person shall for the purpose of taking bait in any navigable river (except 
in the River Ouse below Denver Sluice, and in the River Nene below Wisbeach 
Bridge), use any net other than a cast net, or any cast net having a mesh of less 
than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 

All Waters. 

No person shall use any cast net exceeding 8 yards in circumference, or 
having a sack or purse exceeding 14 inches in depth, when extended, for the 
purpose of taking fish for bait. Provided that cast nets up to 12 yards in 
circumference may be used from 11th October to 1st April ; and the word 
“ bait ” shall mean roach, rudd, or roud, bream, dace, ruff or pope, gudgeons, 
and minnows, measuring less than 8 inches from the nose to the fork of 
the tail. 
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No person shall net for bait at any time on a Sunday ; or at any time on 
a week-day except between one hour before sunrise and one hour after 
sunset, nor unless such bait is for use in angling, or trolling, or taking eels 
within the limits of the Act. 

Taking Eels. 

Rivers Yare and Wensum , above Hardley Cross. 

No person shall, for the purpose of taking eels in the rivers Yare and 
Wensum, above Hardley Cross, use 

(1.) In the months of April, May, and June, any net; or a line with 
a hook or hooks, except in connection with a rod used for the 
purpose of angling. 

(2.) At any other time of the year, a line, whether fixed or not, with 
more than one hook, except in connection with a rod used for the 
purpose of angling. 

(3.) Any net other than a skim or skein net. 


All Other Waters. 

In all other waters lines with one hook only, whether fixed or not, and 
fixed nets, but no others, may be used at any time for taking eels only. 

All Waters. 

No person shall use a dag or spear for the purpose of taking fish other 
than eels. 

Sunday Netting — All Waters. 

No person shall use any net whatever (except a landing net as auxiliary 
to angling with rod and line) on a Sunday. 
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
